January 2, and 
20 of these calls were to put out grass fires for which 
there was no excuse—reasons, yes, but excuse, no. 
Each one of these grass fire runs costs about $20, 
probably more, and the total was an expense that should 
never have been incurred. 
People who have trash to burn should follow the very 
simple suggestions made by our fire chief L. D. Ramsey. 
Never burn trash like a bonfire but do it in a metal 
container thoroughly screened to keep sparks and em­ 
bers from getting out. 
Never start a trash fire on a windy day. 
Never start a trash fire and then go away and forget 


i t . 
Be sure when you light the match that the fire you 
start will stay where you started it and not spread to 
your home, or your neighbor’s premises. 
This has been a very dry month and grass, bushes 
and trees are dry as tinder and will catch afire just as 
quickly. Don’t provide the start. 
Our fire department is ready to answer any call, but 
it should not be called except when necessary, and grass 
fires are not necessary or unavoidable because they 
need not be started if you use the proper amount of 
caution. 
And keep in mind this fact—it costs money to call out 
the fire department. Noney that you, who started the 
fire, will have to help pay. 
Fires, like accidents, don’t just happen. They are 
caused by human failure to do or not to do something. 
If you have a faulty flue, have it repaired and avoid a 
fire that may take your roof some day. 
If your electrical appliance cords are frayed, replace 
them before they start a fire. 
If you leave your home, make certain that nothing 
is left burning that could get out of control, or you may 
come home to a pile of debris. 
To boil it all down to one bit of advice—just use com­ 
mon sense and caution. 
Fires don’t happen — YOU cause them.

Shapiro, a life-long cham pion of 
the m entally ill, becam e Secretary 
of W elfare. 
In 1955, the C hristm as season 
began early for the m ore than 
3,500 “ students” at Pennhurst — 
w ith a special “H annukah” obser­ 
vance for the Jew ish patients on 
Decem ber 12—and carries through 
New Y ear’s. 
The detailed eight 
page program , p rin ted in 
the 
school print shop, lists a whole 
series of afternoon and evening 
parties for the girls and for the 
boys—held in the w ards and in the 
auditorium basem ent— w ith music 
and refreshm ents. A nd 
perhaps 
the m ost eloquent line in all eight 
pages reads: “C hristm as gifts from 
em ployes”. There’s an elaborate 
program of singing, dancing, band 
m usic and recitations by 
the 
school children, and a t th e Super 
intendants parties th ere’s a box 
of chocolates, five different fruits, 
ice cream , a candy cane and half a 
dozen other childhood delights for 
each boy and girl. 
C hristm as Eve is th e tim e for 
decorating 
the C hristm as trees 
and the Day itself begins with 
eight o'clock mass. T hen Santa 
suitably burdened, visits all 
the 
cottages and w ards. T here’s m u­ 
sic and carolling, a big turkey 
dinner and a special Christm as 
service in the auditorium . 
As a footnote to this Christ 
m as story and to the spirit of Pen- 
hurst, it m ight be m entioned that 
these m anifestations of good cheer 
good w ill and heartfelt concern for 
the happiness of :“the least of 
these” problem people w ill not be 
paid for w ith taxpayers’ dollars 
All expenses are being m et by 
private gifts and through the aid 
of the Pennsylvania Association 
for the M entally R etarded and its 
chapters in the 34 counties served 
by the institution. 
Today, as on the first Christm as 
there are still wise m en and still 
the same stars in the heavens, in 
eluding as M atthews reports, “ . 
the star which they saw in the 
east” and w hich “w ent w ith them 
till it came and stood over where 
the young child was.'* And while 
today’s gift shops rep o rt little de 
m and foi^ gold- and incense and 
m yrrh, there is no change in the 
hearts of the givers.

“ Sometimes I feel very hateful 
toward m y mother-in-law. T hat's 
probably the m ain reason why I 
resent her sitting up front beside 
m y husband. 
“ He defers to her wishes, m aybe 
no m ore than a norm ally obedient 
son docs. B ut I get angry to see 
her have such influence over him. 
“ And. I am also green with jeak 
ousv w henever I know he has given 
a girl a lift in his car en route 
to work. W hat is wrong with m e” 
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Why Jealousy 
Jealousy is usually an indication 
of an inferiority complex, often of 
a sexual nature.

block aw ay from M ain S treet short 
iy after the tow n w as blanketed 
in darkness. Details of the abom ­ 
inable incident w ill not be m en­ 
tioned in this w riting, but the pos­ 
sible consequences of this

should pr^ve to be a base for pro­ 
found thought on the p art of all 
New M adrid Countyians.

The graveness of such an inci­ 
dent also seem s significant when 
statistics on illegitim acies are re­ 
leased from the State W elfare Of­ 
fice. In 1953 there w ere 1.638 white 
children in M issouri born out of 
wedlock for an average of less 
than two percent of all white births 
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in the state. Fully 2,530 Negroe 
illegitim acies were recorded dur­ 
ing the sam e period which was 24 
per cent of Negro births in Mis­ 
souri. In the eight extrem e south­ 
east counties of which New M adrid 
county is one, this num ber was up 
to 25 per cent. The exact num ber 
was 218 illegitim acies of 875 Negro 
births in these counties. 
These statistics cause people to 
wonder how some of these Negroes 
can respect white women 
when 
they show so little respect for their 
own. 
If existing information of F ri­ 
day night’s incident are proved to 
be correct, then the unsuccessful

tari. You can’t see these myster­ 
ious creatures who attack the un­ 
wary between Christmas and Twel­ 
fth Night.

years after the present trend is 
reversed. 
Import Restrictions, 
Must 
be 
applied if an export program is 
undertaken to provide reasonable 
protection from 
cheap 
foreign 
textiles for American mills. Dis­ 
couraging of undesirable cotton, 
as proposed, was received with 
favorable comment. Provisions for 
small farmer, were considered and 
passed over 
without 
comment. 
Price and m arket study, was ap­ 
proved and it wras announced that 
preliminary reports might be ex 
pected by next spring. 
Suspension of aid to 
foreign 
producers of competitive commo­ 
dities, w-as passed as subject to 
the authority of other branches of 
government. Extension of pres 
ent parity support prices pending 
stabilization of the farm situa­ 
tion was not directly commented 
upon. Benson, however, recogniz 
ed the fact that price cuts inher­ 
ent in the suggested short term 
program were as great as the 
producing indusry 
could 
stand 
during a one year period. 
State Department 
The committee conferred the 
same day with H. V. 
Procknow 
and technical representatives of 
the State Department. 
Of special interest is the indig 
nant denial by Procknow that the 
State Department is responsible 
for producing the blockade of ex­ 
ports of American cotton. 
The 
Department of Commerce 
was 
blamed for this development. 
The committee, 
consisting of 
representatives of the state of A r­ 
kansas, 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi 
Missouri, and Tennessee, W'as cour 
teously received and its presenta­ 
tion of suggestions for a short 


term program of relief was care­ 
fully considered. 
Now For Congress 
Neither the Department of Ag­ 
riculture nor the Departm ent of 
Slate appear to have a definite 
program for the relief of the cot­ 
ton farmer, Story concludes. Ques 
tions in the order of apparent im­ 
portance to officials began with 
that of whether the producing 
industry intends to press for le­ 
gislation clearly directing the in­ 
itiation of the short term program 
Of next importance was the ques­ 
tion as to what the industry has 
developed for long range relief 
of the producing industry. This 
proposal, Story says, is in the 
drafting stage. 
Encouraging to committee mem­ 
bers wras the absence of hostility 
either to the industry or to the 
program it outlined. Obviously ap­ 
parent was the fact that no offi­ 
cial or department is anxious to 
assume the blame for the pres­ 
ent situation. 
“I was impressed with the sin­ 
cerity and interest of the Secret 
tary of Agriculture,” Story said. 
“He convinced me of his friendly 
interest in the predicam ent of the 
cotton farmer, but I am not con­ 
vinced that he either can or will 
do anything about it in the ab­ 
sence of legislation. The State De­ 
partment made not a single sound 
commitment except to blame the 
Department of 
Commerce 
for 
killing the possibility of cotton 
exports. Now we are ready to take 
our program to Congress w-here 
it will stand or fall on the action 
of our legislators.” 
“I believe that the coming ses­ 
sion of Congress will prove deci 
sively w'hether a lot of us are go­ 
ing to remain in the cotton pro 
ducing business,” Story remarked. 
“Nothing could be more import­ 
ant to the welfare of the industry 
than to have adequate represen­ 
tation to present our side of the 
questions, w'hose final answering 
will settle the color of ink on the 
cotton farm er’s books.”
